DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1 , 3, and 7-29 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious for "failing to receive the acknowledgement 
message from the neighbor for the first link state advertisement protocol 
message within a predetermined timeout period, retransmitting the first link state 
advertisement protocol message", when the retransmitting is considered within the 
specific combination of steps recited in the method of claim 1 . The prior art of record 
fails to teach or make obvious for "a sliding window mechanism with a window size 
greater than one for sending up to a predetermined maximum number of link 
state advertisement protocol messages without receiving an acknowledgement 
for any of said link state advertisement protocol messages", when such sliding 
window is considered within the specific structure recited in the device of claims 7, 15, 
and 23.
